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Excellent Week for Field Work:  Pennsylvania had an average 

of 6 days suitable for field work last week. The average height of 

emerged corn was 79 inches with some crops having entered the 

early dough phase. The large majority of oat crops reached 

maturity last week. Dry weather allowed for successful hay and 

oat harvests but cool temperatures slowed progress with corn and 

soybeans. Peach and Apple harvests are slightly behind schedule 

but reports boast very good condition for both crops. Tobacco 

harvests have begun and are expected to make good progress in 

the coming weeks. Temperatures for this week are forecasted to 

range from the mid 70’s to low 80’s with thunderstorms and 

scattered showers expected Tuesday and Wednesday. Main field 

activities for the week will include haymaking, bailing straw and 

spraying.
